GENERAL*REMARKS. 


During the year a change has been made in the reading and. 


spelling books. Parents, teachers and children seemed to be tired 


of the old ones. ‘The demand for a change was so general that 
the ‘board feel justified in incurring the expense for the town. We 
cannot say that of all the readers printed we have chosen the best, 
but, after the examination of such as it seemed might be desirable 
we decided upon the New Normal Readers and Buckwalter’s 
Spellers. Very general satisfaction with these has been expressed 
by teachers and pupils. 

Tenny’s Natural History was ordered in response to a‘call from 
Winnecut school, to supply work for a class of large boys. It is 
both an interesting and a useful study, and the boys seem to ap- 
preciate what has been done for them. 

There is a general tendency to supplement the ordinary readers 
by some special reading. Our teachers have themselves supplied 
much such reading the past year. It would seem as though the 
School Board would be justified in granting all reasonable requests 
of teachers in this regard, as well as_ in supplying a few books of 


reference for the use of the larger scholars. 

Attention is called to the lack of accommodation for the text 
and reference books belonging to the schools. At present, when 
not in use, the books are most inconveniently piled upon, or undér 
the teachers desk, or expose to dust and accident upon the side 
seats. Suitable bookcases should be placed in all the school 
houses, so that the books can be conveniently found, and when 
not in use kept safely under lock and key. ‘Two of the schools. 
report that they are supplied with globes. No doubt these are 
found very useful in teaching geography. but they are very Sas 
affairs. A good globe in each school is very much needed.
